Housing Major Challenges 

• There has been delays in the delivery of housing projects (existing 6 housing projects) 

• Shrortage of funding for the provision of bulk infrastructure 

b. Housing Remedial Actions 

• The Housing Implementing Agents have noe been appointed by the Department of Human 
Settlement 

• The process of buiding houses has already started 

• Additional funding for the provision of bulk infrustrure has alreadfy been secured and 
funding to complete the existing housing structures 

• Assessment Report as a remidial action to all houses has already been completed by the 
Department of Human Settlement 
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
